report of United States Consul Heenan 
at Odessa. Mr, Heenan says that the in- 
creased tariff exacted by Russia on cer- 
tain American products in retajiation for 
the American tax on Russian sugar, up 
to the date of his report, November ?, 
had yjot made much impression on the 
imports of these articles, but he adds that 
it prabably is too early to determine the 
effect of the Russian increased tariff. 

He says that such machines as harvest- 
ers, binders, mowers, reapers and horse 
rakes of American make are so well and 
favorably known as to defy serious com- 
petition in Russia, but that there are a 
number of other agricultural implements 
such as plows, drills, seeding machines, 
etc.. of American make, which are not 
to be found in the emptre.

Buenos Ayres, December 23, via Galves- 
ton.—The patriotic demonstrations grow- 
ing out of the pessibility of war with 
Chile were renewed here today. 

The Pais says the interruption in the 
relations between the two countries must 
necessarily be of short duration, as they 
are mobilizing their reserves and could 
not afford to release them from being un- 
dev arms as long as diplomatic relations 
are interrupted. Therefore, this state of 
affairs cannot be prolonged, as, other- 
wise, both countries would be uselessly 
ruined, in which case the arbitration of 
a fmendly nation would be unable to 
remedy the evil done and would only be 
able to find a palliative for it. It was 
some time ago to submit the 
whole matter to arbitration, but such a 
course is now impossible. The decision 
of the arbitrator could not be given be- 
fore two more vears have elapsed and 
the countries could not remain all that 
time on a war feoting Therefore, a radi- 
cal solution of the question is necessary.

This commission, of 
which Lord McNaghten is president, has 
been sitting in London for nearly two 
years and is now almost ready to go and 
personally inspect the disputed bound- 
aries.

United States Ready To Act. 

VYashington, December 23.—Secretary

between Chile and Argentina, and that 
diplomatic relations had been broken off 
through the withdrawal from Chile of 
the Argentine minister.

So Associate Justice Brewer 
Tells New England Soci- 
ety of Philadelphia. 


ARMY ANS) NAVY INCREASE 
NOT PERILOUS TO LIBERTY 


Justice Declares That No Man on 
Horséback \W"™ Ever Spring 
from American Soil—Sec- 
retary Hill Speaks on 
Patriotism. 


Philadelphia, December 23.—The twenty- 
first annual banquet of the New England 
Society of Pennsylvania was hel tonight 
in Horticultural hall, covers being laid 
for nearly 400 members and guests. 
Guests were present from New York, 
Baltimore, Washington, Boston and 
other cities. Assistant United States At- 
torney General Sames M. Betk, presi- 
dent of the society, opened the speech 
making with a brief address. In coming 
down the line of the illustrious New 
Englanders, President Beck mentioned 
the name of George Dewey. This was 
the signal for an outburst of applause. 
such as was not repeated during the 
remainder of the evening. The chairman 
then introduced as the first speaker, As- 
sociate Justice David J. Brewer, who 
responded to the toast: ‘The . United 
States; A World Power.’ Among other 
things, he said: 


“The twentieth century brings us face 
to face with new conditions and we are 
conscious that the United States of Amer- 
ica has become a more important factor 
in the world’s thought. Some fancy 
that the Spanish war wrought the great 
change. This is hardly so. It may have 
cleared the air and brought us face to 
face with the consciousness of the 
change, but silent forces of commerce 
and religion have been at work for years 
bringing about the result. 


Meaning of World Power. 


“Again and again it is'stated that the 
United States have now become a world 
power. So they have, but what is meant 
by the term ‘a world power,’ and how are 
we to justify our right to that title? 
Not by the manifestations of military or 
naval strength. While wars will be as 
wars have been, and while there is within 
the resources of our country an undis- 
played military and naval strength that 
makes her the most dangerous enemy 
on land and on sea, the dawn of the 
twentieth century unveils a greater na- 
tional glory than can be won on any 
field of strife. While the events of the 
last two or three years have compelled 
an increase in our military and naval 
force, while the amourg of money which 
is called for by the secretaries of war 
and nayy seem to many too large, and 
while the roll of the drum and the blare 
of the bugle are more often heard, yet 
the sons of the pilgrims will never turn 
our eountry over to the man on horse- 
back, nor will our dearest laurels be 
ee woned by the blood of the dying sol- 

er. 

“We shall deserve to be called a world 
wide power, because our relations with 
all nations will be carried upon the high- 
est principles of truth and justice. 
Stand in the council of nations strong 
enough to fear no attempt to wrong 
us; so strong that we cannot afford to 
wrotg any, even the weakest nation; 
strom enough that we must be kindly 
just with the weakest. We must be 
frank as well as honest. Henceforth dip- 
lomatic language must be something to 
reveal and net something to, eonceai 
thought and purpose. The honesty we 
must practice is not the honesty of Shy- 
lock, measured only by that which is 
enumerated in the bond, but that of the 
golden rule, an honesty which compels 
us to see the other party to the tran- 
saction,.”’ 

The justice, in noting some of the 
signs and needs of the times, touched 
on civil service reform. In regard to 
this he said: 

“Into all the avenues of our official life 
is entering civil service reform—promo- 
tion by merit has ceased to be the joke 
of the politician and is coming to be the 


rule. of all official life—not merely in 
the army and navy (and we have had 
of late some very positive assurances 


in respect to them) but in als tue uepart- 
ments of officia! life, national, state and 
municipal. Whatever may be the present 
defects in the machinery employed to 
secure the desired results, and very likely 
the defects are many, it is one of the 
bright assurances of the future that the 
thought and purpose of the people are 
turned in this direction and they will not 
be thwarted.”’ 
‘Hill on Patriotism. 


Hon. David J. Hill, first assistant sec- 
retary of state, responded to the toast 
“Patriotism,” He said the patriotism of 
place has played a glorious part in the 
history of the world and Has _ nerved 
heroic men to noble deeds on Many a 
field of honor. American patriotism, he 
said, is not born of possession, but of 
aspiration; not of the influence of place, 
but of the inspiration of principles. Con- 
tinuing, he -said: 

“A great movement was when the 
struggie for local sovereignty  surren- 
dered its pretensions and recognized the 
reality of the nation and the solidity of 
the union. Another great movement was 
when this great republic stretched forth 
its hand of pacification over the island of 
Cuba, rent with insurrection and _  de- 
vastated by fire and sword, and conse- 
crated the sovereignty of a powerful na- 
tion to the work of peace. I make no 
argument here to justify the recent course 
of events, but I believe the days of 
Washington, Lincoln and McKiniey are 
glorious days in thé history of our coun- 
try. They mark the triumph of fatriot- 
ism Over the patriotism of place, of 
ethics over geography, and of humanity 
over locality. : 

‘Never before has our country seemed 
so worthy of ‘love and confidence as 
now, for never before has it exhibited 
greater justice or magnanimity. From 
the humblest beginning the nation has 
risen to a position of world-wide infiu- 
ence and it may be trusted to wield a 
more temporal power in a truly repub- 
lican spirit so long as it continues to 
treasure in its heart the memdries of the 
pilgrim and the puritan.” 


Minister Wu Ting-fang Speaks, 

Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese minister, re- 
sponded to the toast “A Greeting From 
the Orient.’’ eMinister Wu spoke briefly, 
saying that it was eminently proper that 
the New England Society should each 
year hold celebrations commemorating 
the landing of their forefathers, as it 
was but the celebration of the day of 
the New Englander’s political and re- 
ligious liberty. 

He alluded briefly to the open door 
of the Chinese empire, saying that for- 
eigners are treated the same as the 
natives. There was no high tariff in 
China, such as other countries had. be- 
cause the other countries Nad arranged 
the tariff for China. The oldest nation 
in the east, he said, was grateful fo 
America for all she had done for China. 
America, he contihued, would née pp- 
press the weak, but would see that jus- 
tice is done to all. This country will, 
he said, not only become “a world power, 
but the world power,” in commerce and 
peace.

The closing argument in the suit against 
“Dr.” John Alexander Dowie, for the

W. Packard. Judge Packard denounced 
the action of Sam Stevenson, Dowie’s 
brother-in-law, in having brought the 
suit and expressed the hope that his bet- 
ter spirit would move him to reconcilla- 
tion with Zion.

Mr.Packard in upholding Dowie’s claims 
as Elijah, said that he would prefer him 
at his bedside if he were at the point 
of death rather than any skilled physi- 
clan. Mr. Packard is: not a member of 
Zion congregation. 

“Dr.” Dowle and his wife were present 
in court with by far the largest number 
of followers that has yet filled the court.

| During Attorney Packard's recitation of 
Dowle’s identity with Elijah the “‘“re- 
storer,’’ Dr, Dowie frequently rolled hls 
eyes upward and gazed at the ceiling as 
though in prayer. 

Following Attorney Packard's argument 
ofr the defense, Attorney F. L. Reeves, 
for the plaintiff, Iikened Dowle to ‘‘a devil 
fish that twined its arms about its .vic- 
tim and quieted him unti it got a strangle 
hold.’’ He touched upon the death of 
Mrs. Stevenson, wife of the plaintiff and 
sister of Dowie, and said that when 
Stevenson in his grief sought out Dowle 
as a brother and priest, Dowle gave him 
a cup of gall and called him murderer. 
Arguments in the case closed this after- 
noon and the case was given into the 
hands of Judge Tuley for decision.

‘The thing that put the foreigners out 
of the race was too much dope.

CREMATORY IS 
NOT A NUISANCE 


Judge Lumpkin Has Declined 
To Enjoin Rebuilding 
of Furnace. 


DECISION WAS RENDERED 
BY COURT LAST EVENING 


Lester Says He Will Begin Work at 
Once—Case May Yet Go Before 
a Jury—Street Car Men 
Indicted. 


The crematory is not a nulsance and 
may be rebuilt. That, in brief, is the sub- 
stance of Judge Lumpkin’s decision in 
the case last night. After a hearing 
lasting all day and part of the evening, 
he denied the application for permanent 
injunction sought by Rev. A. C. Ward et 
al.~to prevent the rebuilding of the cre- 
matory by the Lester Furnace Company. 
Attorney Sidney C. Papp, counsel for the 
complainants, announced that when the 
case is reached in its regular order on 
the calendar, he will demand a trial be- 
fore a jury, 

After the hearing J. F. Lester, prest- 
dent of the furnace company, said he 
proposed beginning at once the work of 
rebuilding the crematory. 

The crematory, which was located near 
the Western and Atlantic railway round- 
house, was destroyed by fire shortly af- 
ter Thanksgiving. Very soon after that 
Rev. Dr. Ward and other residents of 
the first ward,’ filed a petition in the su- 
perior court asking that the Lester Fur- 
nace Company be permanently enjoined 
from rebuilding. A temporary order was 
signed and the work of rebuilding was 
held up pending a decision. 

The complainants alleged that the 
crematory was-a nuisanee and that it en- 
dangered life and property in that section 
of the city. It was declared that the site 
Was so near the big tank of the Atlan- 
ta Gas Light Company that there was 
great danger of an explosion should the 
furnace be erected again. Foul odors 
and nauseous gases, it was sald, were 
emitted from the smokestack of the 
crematory when it was in operation, and, 
it was alleged, these odors caused sick- 
ness, 

All Charges Denied. 

The defense, o® the other hand, denied 
all the charges agd contended that the 
first ward was singularly free from sick- 
ness as compared with the other wards 
of the city. It was set out that odors 
from the gas plant might have been 
mistaken as coming from the crematory 
and the existence of several sewer 
branches in the ward were pointed out as 
being responsible for the uneasiness felt 
by some of the citizens residing in the 
ward. Experts were introduced to show 
that property in the vicinity of the cre- 
matory ‘had not depreciated in value. Af- 
fidavits were also presented to the effect 
that there was no danger of the gas 
tank exploding even if the crematory 
was rebuilt upon the old site. 

A large number of affidavits were intro- 
duced by both sides and the testimony 
was very conflicting. In rendering his 
decision Judge Lumpkin stated that the 
complainants were not without hope; 
that if, when the crematory is rebuilt, it 
should be considered a nuisance a per- 
manent injunction could be applied for 
to prevent its operation, 

When the court announced its decision 
Colonel W. T. Moyers, counsel for the 
furnace company, thanked Judge Lump- 
kin on behalf of both sides for having 
given up part of his Christmas holidays 
for the express purpose of hearing the 
evidence in the case. Mr. Tapp indorsed 
all that Colonel Moyers said.

Street Car Men Indicted. 

As a-result of the eollision on the river 
line of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany last August and the killing of Har- 
ry Williams, a passenger, A. M. Weir, 
conductor, and Jesse B. Lee, motor- 
man, who were in charge of one of the 
cars, have been jointly indicted by the 
grand jury on a charge of involuntary 
manslaughter, 

The bill of indictment, which was made 
as a special presentment, charges that 
both men were under the influence of 
intoxicants when the accident occurred. 
It is also charged that they were eleven 
minutes off schedule time and had been 
warned that they were running the risk 
of a collision. 

According to the criminal code, invol- 
untary manslaughter consists in the 
killing of a human being without inten- 
tion to do so, but in the commission of 
an unlawful act, or a lawful act, which 
probably might produce such consequence 
in an unlawful manner. .The charge in 
this case is construed that they were 
in the commission of a lawful act in 
an unlawful manner. If convicted under 
the charge they may be punished as for 
a misdemeanor. 

Attorney E. F. Childress has been re- 
tained to represent the street car men. 
Judge Candler will convene the criminal 
division of the* Fulton county superior 
court on the third Monday in January 
and they may be placed on trial at 
that time.

New Trial Denied. 

In the second division of the city court 
yesterday Judge Calhoun denied a motion 
for a new’ trial, made by the defense, 
in the case of R. B. J. Bennett vs. the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company. 
Last October Bennett was awarded a 
verdict of $1,000 against the street car 
company in a suit for damage for alleged 
personal injuries. The company gave no- 
tice of a motion for a new trial, and that 
motion was argued before Judge Calhoun 
yesterday.

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DAY SET FOR MEETING OF 
THE DEPOT COMMISSION 


OVERNOR CANDLER yesterday de- 

cided to call the first meeting of the 
depot commissicn on Monday, January 6. 
The meeting will be held in the governor's 
office at 10 o’clock a m. that day. It 
was learned that this date would be agree- 
able probably to all of the members of 
the commission, and all of them will be 
notified to be on hand at that time. 

Hon. G. V. Gress, of Wileox, author 
of the depot bill and a prominent member 
of the commission, called on Governor 
Candler yesterday, and the depot ques- 
tion was discussed. Mr. Gress thought 
the date named would be agreeable to all 
the members, and it is believed every 
member of the commission will be present. 
Mr. Gress was enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject and felt that the commission should 
get to work without delay and complete 
the depot as soon as possible. This is 
the general sentiment of the commission, 
and it is believed by the middle of next 
year the preliminary arrangements will 
have been completed and the contract, let. 
Certain it is that the contract will be let 
and the work wll be under way before 
the terms of office «f members of the 
present commission expire. 

At the meeting on January 6 steps 
will be taken to perfect organization and 
the question of the commission's work 
will be genera'ly discussed. It may be 
also that a secretary will be elected. 
There is little doubt that steps will be 
taken to communicate with the railroads 
at onee, so as to secure their assent to 
the plan proposed and remove the only 
obstacle to proceeding. 

Many consider it unfortunate that the 
terms of the members of the present de- 
pot commission expire cencurrently with 
their terms as members of the legislature. 
This means that tne present depot com- 
mission will serve only until the next leg- 
islature is elected and the new governor is 
sworn in By that time they will only 
have gotten well into the work. When 
they have become familiar with its deto¢!s 
there must b* a new commission naned 
to take it up where they leave off. ‘“‘That 
is the only weak point in the bill,” said 
a prominent state house official speaking 
of it yesterday. But it may be that most 
of the members of the commission will 
be reelected to the general assembly, in 
which event they would no doubt be re- 
appointed on account of their familiarity 
with the work.

mane treatment and proper punishment,

of tjeorgia the distinguished chairman ef the 
prison commission and his associates and as- 
sistants on that board, and as wet! the phy- 
sicians, captains and guards in the tate ser- 
vice, who have exercised the contrel which 
this state properly reserves over her felony 
convicts.

By pretending that they Were 
looking for another negro they got Por- 
ter to admit that he was from Sparks. 

As soon as he said this the officers be- 
came sure of his identity and placed: him 
under arrest. Harvil and Special Agent 
Scarlet were assisted in making the ar- 
rest by Sheriff Crawford, of Butts county, 


and his son, Policeman Crawford, of 
Jackson. 
The negro attempted to resist arrest, 


but Harvi! had already secured his gun, 
and he was taken without any trouble. 
He was placed in jail, where he. will be 
held awaiting the arrival of officers from 


Sparks to identifv him. The negro de- 
nies that his name is Porter and claims 


to be named Joe Appleton. Whether that 
is his name or not, those who arrested 
him are confident that he is the negro 
wanted and will hold him. 

The town of Sparks offered $10 for 
his arrest. If the negro proves to be the 
right man a large part of this will doubt- 
less go to Harvil. as he was the man 
who planned the arrest.
